NORDENSKJOLD, 


The JJew York Herald of May 28th 


has a full account of the Arctic discov- 
eries of Xordenskjold's expedition, and 
the finding of the "northeast" passage, 
which has heretofore balked all others. 
It also publiihes n map showing the 
route followed by the Vega (the vessel) 
through the Arctic seas, and also the 
precise point at which the Nordensk- 
jold expedition passed the Winter. The 
story is further summarized by the New 
York Evening Post, and so nicely, that

The news from Professor Kordensk- 


jold's 
Arctic 
exploring expedition,

KL.L.A ZOYARA'S HAKL.V THAIMNQ. 


The Clipper, speaking of EllaZoyara's 


early life, says that when a child he was 
apprenticed to S. Q. Stokes, a well- 
known circus man and trainer of horses. 
During his childhood he was always at- 
tired in the garb of the female sex, and 
care was taken that his playmates 
should be mainly young girls of about 
his own age. This association enabled 
him to unconsciously imitate the graces 
and rtmnuers of the female sex so close- 
ly that the public and others not in the 
secret were completely deceived. In 
company with Mr. Stokes he visited 
and performed in all of the principal 
cities of Europe under the name of Ella 
Zoyara, looks, pluck and daring. On 
his return to this country he proved a 
very attractive card. Later, while per- 
forming with J. M. Nixon's circus, in 
Niblo's Gardens, New York City, during 
March and April, 1861, on the off-nights 
of the late Edwin Forrest, although he 
had then grown to man's estate, he cre- 
ated no little excitement by performing 
on the same night as Ella Zoyara, prin- 
cipal female rider, and as Omar Kings- 
ley, male equestrian.

A. CLOSELYIGCARDED WEIGHT, 


The eonscieace-keepey of the nation's 


financial faith is deposited at the Mint, 
Broad and Chestnut streets, in the form 
of a troy pound weight, which is kept 
under duplicate locks and seals. There 
is a curious history connected with this 
weight. By it is determined the standard 
to which the accuracy of the gold and 
silver coins of the United States must 
attain. The Commissioners appointed 
by the .President to test the coin and 
make the annual assays use this weight, 
and on these occasions jt is taken from 
its carefully guarded seclusion, and it 
shows the accuracy or inaccuracy of the 
productions of the various mints of this 
country. This little cylinder is copied 
from a troy pound weight preserved! in 
the Tower of London, and on this latter 
the coinage of Great Britain rests for 
reliability. This exact witness of finan- 
cial integrity is carefully preserved and 
guarded from tampering hands. At the 
conclusion of the assay commission's 
labors the weight is intrusted to the 
care of a Judge of the United States 
District Court, the Collector of ths 
Port and the Director of the Mint, locked 
up, solemnly sealed for another year, 
only to appear twelve months after and 
KhoY whiclj mint has been derelict in its 
work.

NEW BILL FOB 
COUNTING 
TUB 


PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 


The House Committee on the state of 


tho law respecting the ascertainment 
and declaration of the result of the elec- 
tion of President aud Vice President, 
have agreed upon a bill, and authorized 
Representative Bicknell, the chairman, 
to report it to the Houae, with the ap- 
proval of the committee. The title and 
provisions of the measure are as follows: 


A bill to amend sundry provisions of 


chapter 1, title 3, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, relating to 
Presidential elections, and to provide 
for and regulate the counting of thq 
votes for President and Vice President, 
and the decision of questions arising 
thereon. 


First—Electors of President and Vice 


President are to be appointed in each 
State on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in November. 


Second—They vote by ballot on the 


second Monday in Dece'mber next after 
their appointment. 


Third—They make three certificatts, 


one of them to be delivered to the Pres- 
ident of the Senate, by special rnessen - 
ger, before the second Monday in Jau- 
uniy then next, another to be sent to be 
delivered forthwith, to the 
District 


Judge of the district in which they 
meet. 


Fourth—If the certificate is not recei- 


ved by the President of the Senate on 
or before the second Monday in Janu- 
ary, he must notify the Secretary of 
State forthwith, who shall send a spec- 
ial messenger to the District Judge for 
the certificate deposited with him. 


Fifth—Controversies as to electoral 


votes in any State may be passed upon 
by its highest judicial tribunal, who 
shall send its decision, under seal, to 
the President of the Senate. 


Sixth—Both Houses 
of Congress 


shall meet on the second Monday in 
February next after the meeting of the 
electors. Two tellers shall be appoint- 
ed by the Senate, and two by the 
House. 


Seventh—The President of the Sen- 


ate shall open all the certificates, and 
all the votes shall be counted by the 
two Houses in the alphabetical order of 
the States as certified, unless rejected 
by both Houses. 
If there be a contro- 


versy in any State and a certified decis- 
ion of it by its highest judicial tribunal, 
the electorial votes of that State shall 
be counted in accordance therewith, 
unless the decision be reversed by both 
Houses. If there be a controversy and 
no such judicial decision, the contested 
votes shall not be counted unless both 
Houses concur therein. If there be 
conflicting judicial decisions or conflict- 
ing certificates, the decision or certifi- 
cate held by both Houses to be given by 
the proper authority shall be conclusive 
unless rejected by both Houses. 


Eighth—The tellers make n list of the 


votes as counted and the President of 
the Senate announces the result, and 
said announcement, with n list of the 
votes, shall be 'entered on the journal of 
each House. 


Ninth—On opening any certificate 


the President of the Senate calls for 
objections. 
Objections must be in 


writing, brief, without arguments, and 
signed by one Senator and one Repre- 
sentative. Objections are decided sep- 
arately by each House, the Senate 
withdrawing. During the meeting of 
the two Houses the presiding officer 
shall have power to preserve order, 
and no debate shall be allowed. 


Tenth—In the separate meeting to 


decide upon objections, each Senator or 
Representative may speak five minutes, 
and once only; and after two hours of 
such debate the main question shall be 
put. 


Eleventh—The joint meeting shall 


not be dissolved until rile count shall 
be completed. No recess shall be taken 
except upon a question arising under 
this, act, m which case either House, 
acting separately, may take a recess of 
such House not beyond the next day; 
but if the count be not completed before 
the first meeting no further or other 
recess shall be taken by either House. 


Twelfth—Sections 131, 135, 136, 140, 


111, 14'A 148, and 149 of tho Revised 
Statutes are repealed.
